In the immortal words of Dr Frankenstein "It's alive....It's ALIVE" 
(insert obligatory tears and/or drool). 


So, I managed to get my hands on a replacement 2n7000 for q5 (I needed 
1, so I bought 8...seemed like a good idea with my tendency to nuke 
parts). Well, I popped out the shorted q5 and popped in a new one. The 
8v pin went up to 13v as expected, but I was now getting Ov on the other 
two...and the receiver still would not mute during ptt. Well, that 
wasn't right, so I unpacked my thinking cap and stared at the 

schematic. (Ed note: The following is from memory, so don't rush to 
the schematics to check numbers...the manual is in the other room.) 
Well, the +8tx for q5 comes from (in a round about way) q15 which is 
linked to q16 through r68. So I thought I'd check r68 and see if I was 
getting voltage before and after the tranny....hmm...1r68...should be 


over....uhm...r68...where the heck is r68...well, lets check the 
traces...qi6...line...follow...gaping hole...another gaping 
hole....qi5....hmmm...gaping holes bad...resistor good...so, I pop into 


my parts bin and there is r68...just sitting there (In all fairness, 
there are several bits on the board that are left open and r68 seems to 
be omitted from the manual). Well, I popped in the resistor and low and 
behold...I have muting of the receiver with ptt. God bless America. 


So...I continued with my testing...even hooked a scope up to r99 to see 
the voice waveform (cool!). I then enlisted the help of my wife and got 
her to call "this is n9uxu calling test" into a dummy load for me, so 
that i could adjust the 40m transmit. Peaked up nicely (I got her to 
yell into the mic and I couldn't see any clipping) and tweaked the vfo 
so that my station receiver and the cascade transmitted and received on 
the same freq....if I had half a brain I would have adjusted the station 
rig up a bit to make sure I was suppressing the carrier, but it was late 
and I'm tired, so I forgot. I'll tweak the 17m module tomorrow (the 
wife was getting annoyed with calling test all that time!). 


Sooooo00....after all this time and without taking it over to Dave's 
house to beg for help, I got it to work (told you I would, Frank!). 


I do still have to do the final assembly, but aside from the coax for 
the rf gain pot, it's all mechanical (knobs and latches).

Acclaimed ham radio icon Milton F. ''Doug'' DeMaw, W1FB, died 
September 28. He was 71. One of the most widely published technical 
writers in Amateur Radio, DeMaw was diagnosed with leukemia earlier 
this year and had been in failing health in recent weeks. 


DeMaw was first licensed in 1950 as W8HHS. An electrical engineer, 
he was a member of the ARRL Headquarters staff for 18 years--from 
1965 to 1983--and served as Technical Department Manager and Senior 
Technical Editor from 1970 to 1983. During his tenure at HQ, DeMaw 
served as editor of The ARRL Handbook. In 1970, he engineered the 
shift in emphasis toward solid-state design in QST and the Handbook. 
He has hundreds of articles in QST and other publications to his 
credit. DeMaw also was founder and publisher of VHFer Magazine. (His 
wife, Jean, W1ICKK, also worked on the Headquarters staff.) DeMaw was 
a life member of the ARRL and a senior member of the IEEE. 


After retiring to the family farm in Luther, Michigan, he was 
elected chairman of the Lake County Board of Commissioners and 
continued to write books and articles. He also tried his hand in the 
Amateur Radio business as proprietor of Oak Hills Research. Among 
his other books, DeMaw wrote W1FB's Design Notebook, W1FB's QRP 
Notebook, W1FB's Antenna Notebook, and The ARRL Electronics Data 
Book, which remain popular. In recent years, DeMaw also penned a 
regular column for CQ magazine. 


A former ARRL colleague, Membership Services Manager Chuck 
Hutchinson, K8CH, counted DeMaw among his friends. ''Doug loved to 
experiment with circuits and antennas. He also loved to encourage 
others to try their hand at building,'' he recalled. Hutchinson said 
DeMaw not only wrote prolifically about ham radio but also about 
gardening, another of his avocations. ''He was an avid gardener and 
cook,'' he said. DeMaw also was an outdoorsman and hunter. ' 'He 
loved to hunt with bow and rifle--both modern and muzzle loader. He 
was very good at throwing a knife or hatchet,'' Hutchinson said. 
Paul Pagel, N1FB, also was one DeMaw's colleagues during his days at 
ARRL HQ. ''Amateur Radio benefited greatly from his work,'' Pagel 


said. ''He was a multifaceted man. I doubt there was anything he 
couldn't do if he set his mind to it.'' Jerry Hall, K1TD, who also 
worked with DeMaw during his years at HQ, called DeMaw a writer of 
‘'uncanny'' ability. ‘''Doug could write it once, and it was done,'' 
he recalled. 


Survivors include DeMaw's wife, Jean, and a son, David, N8HLE, a 
technical writer who lives in Connecticut.

Howdy All, 

I'm having a few problems with a Swiss Quad I just bought from 
another amateur a few days ago. I cleaned up all the connections and 
lubricated the aluminium tubes with conductive grease (Alminox). 


Two sections would not come apart due to corrosion, but both showed 
continuity on my multi-meter. 

The quad is currectly sitting 10 feet above my cloaths-line. 
It is fed with RG-213, the braid connects directly to the bottom 
cross-over point, and the inner conductor connects to the T-match. 
To test the RIG, I connected a QRO TX and my SWR bridge to the 
antenna. (My bridge needs 10+ Watts for an accurate reading). 

The problem is I can't get it to resonate on 15m without 
using the tuner. I've tried above and below 15 meters and it wont 
resonate anywehere. There are peaks and troughs, but nowhere is 
it less than 5:1. If I use the tuner, a small amount of L brings 
the antenna to resonance. 

The other things that concerns me is that there signal level 
of the birdies on 15m is much less than my vertical. I tried doing 
some local tests, but no one could here me. This could be due to the 
low angle of radiation, and I will be looking out for some DX to 
test it with, but it could also be due to something else critically 
wrong. 

Has anyone on this list had a similar experience or have 
any advice to offer. The antenna is manufactured by TET. I do not 
have the instructions that came with the antenna.

I have promised myself that I would make a better showing than last year's 
one or two foxes worked by getting into the shack for as many fox nights as 
possible. I was rewarded last night by at least hearing Chuck for the first 
time. Of course, his NR 1 is somewhat distinctive. Hey Chuck, I heard you 
work K1CL! 


There were some folks who came up right on top of Chuck's freq, but honestly, 
the QRP sigs I was hearing were so far down, the QRM was clearly inadvertant. 
How can you tell the difference between a QRP signal and a QRO signal that 

is way down because there is no significant propagation to that locale? I 
have seen firsthand the effects of changing prop on the SSTV freq (14.230) 
where suddenly two video signals come in at the same time, killing both 
pictures--and these two stations may have been in QSO for an hour or more 
without any of the participants knowing the others were on the air until the 
band opened up between/among them. With QRP, we just don't have the oomph to 
hold a frequency. On the other hand, I did hear a very whoopy signal (chirp 
would be too kind to describe it--) come on. And for sure, the problem with 
such a signal is that is occupies more bandwidth than a clean signal would, 
making the hearing all the more difficult, even if the offending signal was 
slightly off frequency.

On Sunday I attended the Cleveland Hamfest and purchased a used homebrew qrp 
transmitter, huh, I think. I found it under one seller's table and offered 
him $3 for it and he accepted. Now I'd like to know what I got for my big 
investment! 


On the front in neat handwritten letters it says "12 Transistor 6 Meter 
Transmitter." It has a meter on the front that is labled "RF". It has knobs 
for "modulation", "tune", "load", "power on and sensitvity". It has an 1/8th 
inch plug which is labled "mike" and no input for a cw key. On the back is 
an RCA antenna jack, 12 volt input and holes labled "C2", "C4" and "C7" for 
adjusting those capacitors. 


I opened the box up and the only thing that struck me as odd is that the 
shafts from the tune and load knobs are wood dowels. I thought you didn't 
have to worry about hand capacitance in solid state radios in metal boxes. 
Seeing no reason not to apply power I hooked up a 12 volt battery to the TX 
and the front meter jumped and responded when I played with the knobs. My 
MFJ tuner indicated it was putting out about 1.5 watts. 


The mysteries for me are 1) How do I make the adjustments to the front 
controls to operate this transmitter properly? I have seen radios with tubes 
that had tune and load controls but I have not seen solid state radios with 
those controls. 2) Where can I find a mike to use with this transmitter? 
The 1/8th inch plug seems unusual to me. 3) From this little bit of 
information does anyone recognize this as a project written up in QST or any 
other journal? 4) Is there a way to determine what mode this radio uses? I 
assume it is SSB but how can I tell? 5) I would like to build a companion 
receiver, any suggestions? 


I want to get this gem on the air so any hints provided by your collective 


wisdom would be appreciated.

Hi Gang, 


I got a call to my shop yesterday by a guy looking for a 50 -75 K 2 watt 
resistor. When I asked what he needed it for, he said he was a Ham and the 
farmer next to him was putting up an electric fence. He was told that 
putting the resistor in series with the wire would cut down or eliminate 
QRN from the fence. This is a concern, as he does 75M and his wire beam 
points right at the fence. 


I've never hear this, but it makes some sense, as the resistor should help 
reduce the rise time of the electric pulse and limit arcing and leakage 
around the insulators. I'm thinking that adding some feritte choke clamps 
over the wire would also help. 


So, I'm wondering if any of you have had to deal with a problem like this 
and if any of you can offer any ideas or suggestions.

While tunable "pi" matching sections aren't common in solid state 
transmitters, there's no reason why they can't be used. Pi sections 

are used to translate (note that I'm avoiding the word "match") a 

low antenna impedance (50 ohms or so) to a higher impedance (1000 or 

more ohms in the case of tube amplifiers). Most solid state transmitters 
have collector impedances lower than 50 ohms and use matching sections 
other than the Pi-type.

I have a similar problem with an electric fence near me. An approx. 
1 Hz pop is heard on almost all bands strong enough to effect the "fast" 
AGC on CW and generally annoying when trying to copy signals down in the 
mud. After re-reading an article in QST about this exact problem, I 
located a couple of poor connections along the fence and spliced them to 
eliminate the obvious arcing. I even respliced all the other connections 
as a precaution. 

That reduced the noise but not enough. I'm in the process of getting 
the installation manual for the controller to see if the thing had been 
installed properly. If the controller is at fault, I think the case may 
need to be grounded. 

QST claims the controller is rarely the problem (they found the 
"gate hooks" to be a common source of arcing since the connection is 
"temporary" by default). 

It's a friends' fence and she's been very cooperative so, if it is 
the old controller she's got, I'd probably offer to split the cost of a 
new, solid state, box. 

Bottom line is they're not supposed to radiate like that and I'd 
really appreciate any suggestions, as well.
